Property Tax 

Wwe has not pald a property tax? 

Those who support state and 
local governments. doubtless have, 
for these governments haye reed 
greatly upon property taxes, The 
prinefple has been that the amount 
of property of fo individual {gs an 
indication of his ability to pay taxes, 

In order to levy a tax on the value 
of property, the value must be ascer- 
tained. The task of dotng this has 
uasunlly been placed In the hands of a 
locally elected assessor, He is usual. 
ly expected to coniplete tits task In a 
few weeks’ time, while the pay is not 
suM@eclent to, attract the most capable 
mon, The fact that the assdssor must 
depend upon the votes of those te 
assesses, has often resulted fn favor- 
Stism. ff assessments, 

Most states have passed stringent 
laws io order to make the assessment 
: of property effective. In Ilnols, tor 
example, the gesessor must take oath, 
give bond, and fs sitbject to fine and 
Imprisonment If he-does not value all 
property at is full value, The as 
Sessed must take onth as to the nc. 
curacy of the Hat given to the as- 
gexgor, and fs subject to fine and tm.
